Healthy peo|th' that live out of doors rarely com 
plain of the liirht. Hnt any one who has trii'd plio 
lography knows that out-door daylight is man.N 
limes brighter than artifleial light, indoors or out. 
When people snlVer from artilii'ial litrhts it is some 
thing he^ides tile strength of the light. It is ciui- 
trast thai makes "art ifieial lights unpleasant. One 
who lives most of the time- in poorly lighted rooms 
(iiids it iinplcis.iMl to 0:0 sudde nly into liri^lit day 
light, 'l lie more sudden the change, the greater the 
contrast, the more disAgreeable the feeling. Arti- 
ficial lights seen at night in sharp contrast with the 
darkness around them, are always unph'asant to 
lace. .V light that varies greatly from instant to 
instant, now dim now bright, is very disagreeable 
iiiid liarMlul to the eyes. When liirhl Imits the 
eyes the tirsi impulse is to exclude it. Hut thought 
aliout the nmtter will commonly show some kind 
of contrast that might be avoided. Have the rooms 
indoors li>rhtrd as well as |)ossihle. In L'oinj; out 
pause a little ou the thresiiold to hccome accus- 
tomed to the brighter illumination. Do not face 
hright -irtifieial lights with a dark background. 
Do not admit a streak of bright siinli<;lit into a 
loom th.il is otherwise shaded, hut rather keep the 
w indows wide open. Use as steady a source of light 
,is possilde .ind avoid all sudden eliaiures of illum- 

I 

illation. It tiark glassea are worn it shoidd not Ix* 
all the time; but only when the eyes are exposed 
to the brightest light; so that the contrast between 
this and the feehle lijrlit may he diminished. lla\i' 
a good light on what you look at, hut do not let 
the source of light shine directly ^to your eyes. 
When light hurts the c vi s. in spite of care to avoid 
stroll}; ciuitrast. it is likely that the eyes are strain- 
ed, or irritated or inflamed, and tlic cause «d° the 
trouble should be sought otit and removed. Per- 
sistent touble (d" this kind generally has a per- 
sistent cause, like strain of the e.ves; and it is use- 
less to treat the effect, while the cause e<uilinues 
to keep up the troiilih'.
